More- 
over, Gen. Trepoff knows enough of the 
resources and dcsporatencss of the or- 
ganization to firmly believe that the ter- 
rorists are able to execute their threat. 
He makes no concealment of the fact 
that he expects to be killed, but Us 
nerve is unshaken. "I will nt least die 
at the post of duty," he says. 


Privately Gen. Trepoff takes a gloomy 


view of the future of the autocracy in 
which he believes. The general is confi- 
dent that if given untrammeled power 
he could restore the old status quo in a 
year, but the present vacillating policy 
he thinks will end only m ruin.

All of the defendants to the suit are

stockholders meeting April 12 last year. 


The suit against the stockholders is 


based on allegations that they have con- 
sented to the use of their names in ex- 
ploiting the bank and that the public was 
led to believe their stock subscriptions 
were paid. Such, it is alleged, was not 
the case, with the result that the faith 
of depositors was misplaced. 


Under the law of West Virginia, it is 


urged, the stockholders of any bank may 
be personally helJ. liable to the creditors 
thereof to the limit of their stock sub- 
scriptions. Complainants make clear to 
the court, however, that they are not 
seeking to establish the statutory linbil- 
itv of the defendants under West Vir- 
ginia law. They want to

of the late Secretary of State John Hay 
come from nil governments and peoples. 
Ills reputation ns a most able diplomat 
is world wide and this is greatly accen- 
tuated by his noble qualities as a man.

John Hay, even a brilliant young man

He 


made its very name, a tower of strength, 
and this by no threats, no formidable de- 
monstrations of army or navy, but by 
the sheerest domination of brains com- 
mingled with that invaluable quality of 
common s;en.se. Foreign diplomats every- 
whercs had the highest respect for him 
and what he ever had to say in behalf of 
his country had weight, because behind 
it, was not only the power of the re- 
public, but invaluable qualities of truth- 
fulness.

misty p,ist. But now when the Elkins 
law has put things in such n position that 
it. could be alleged with n. fair 
face 


freight rebates were no longer 
being 


given in the old wny, here eo:n"s along 
11 new invention thnt. promises to undo 
nil that hns been done, with the worst 
of it being, the interstate commerce com- 
mission tmvir.g given it its officinl sanc- 
tion, 
But us no one is ever sunpriped 


at anything the commission might do, 
the public is not. nruch surprised at thnt 
very latest of theirs. 


This scheme is nothing else 
thnn 
a 


freight brokerage system and accounts 
for probably some of the advertisements 
lately noticed in the. papers. The descrip- 
tion 'of the now system as found in a 
Chicago paper is as follows: 


"It appears that after the passage of 


the Elkins law prohibiting rebates some 
genius conceived the idea of establishing 
all office for the solicitation of freight 
traffic. He was enabled to induce some 
of Hie eastern roads to pay him n liberal 
commission on the traffic secured 
and 


routed over their lines. 


"Tho next move in the game ia snid to 


have been a division of the commission 
with the shipper!) who were clients of the 
broker. In this wny the shipper secured 
what amounted in effect to n rebate from 
the tariff rates, the broker mnde a good 
thing out of it, and the railroad secured 
traffic wh'ich it might not otherwise have 
secured. 


"The possibilities in the freight brok- 


ernge 'business developed so rnpidly that 
brokers began to spring up on 
every 


hnnd. 
The shippers soon realised they 


could do better with the brokers than 
Vith the railroad officials, and the result 
was that the brokerage business flourinh- 
ed amitKingly. It is said the conditions 
now are such that there is no longer sta- 
bility of rates, for many of the biggest 
shippers in the east are routing all of 
their shipments through the agencies. 


"When the matter vras first called, to 


the attention of the-railroads they asked 
Chairman Knapp to make a ruling re- 
garding it, fcnd w«re disappointed when ( 


he held that if an agent was given a.coin- 
nrission, and nothing more, it was within 
the law. Several railroad attorneys, how- 
ever, differ from the commissioner, and 
efforts will be made to break up the prac- 
tice. As yet, however, no plan of cam- 
paign has been outlined, and the task 
promises to be a difficult one." 


To be fair with the railroad men, they 


don't like it at all. Freight brokerage 
as per this exhibit does promise to mix 
•up things. That rebates are thus made 
possible and made very easy, is only too 
plainly apparent. There must be some- 
thing done. 


HOW THEY BUILDED. 


The Democratic party 
in Missouri 


were building better than they knew 
as regards the suppression of liquor sell- 
ing on Sunday when they enacted their 
election law thnt deprived the Republican 
party of their legitimate rights. This 
law is of course upheld by Governor Folk 
who sees no wrong in it since it is to his 
advantage, and at the same time, has 
given him all the police, the fire, the ex- 
cise nnd other previous municipal depart- 
ments in the state.

bureaus in the executive. 


This is how Governor Folk is winning' 


the plaudits of those opposed to liquor 
selling on Sunday ntrd other 
forme of 


business, since the work of the governor 
is by no means, confined to the snloonr.. 
The various commissions controlling in 
the municipalities are. appointed by the 
governor, and conventionally confirmed 
by the senate. Thus orders from him to 
any effect must be carried out, and the 
recent 
statement 
that the 
governor 


would, if necessary, call out the militia, 
though some court decisions had been 
mnde agninst the exercise of arbitrary 
power, has tended to create some alnrm 
among people, not becnnse they want the 
saloons open Sunday, as in fact they do 
not, but because the use of military pow- 
er with decisions agninst his course in 
lower courts, with an appeal to the su- 
preme court in one case, awakens appre- 
hensions of what might follow in other 
things. 


The Democratic machine is thus domi- 


nant and though a legislature has been 
Republican, it hesitated to repeal an out- 
rageous election law. With this machine 
completely in hip control the aspirations 
of Governor Folk or any other governor 
is not necessarily limited to closing sn- 
loons on Sundays. If the Republicans of 
Missouri can ngnin elect a legislature, 
they will not he able probably to elect a 
governor, sir.cc the curds are 
stacked 


against them, hut such a legislature cnn 
at least make a'bold attempt to wrest 
an unjiift election law from tho stat- 
ute.'.

THE LAW SHOULD .HAVE A WORD. 


The disposition made of the enormous 


Zcigler estate by which an adopted son 
was left the estate of $30,000,000 sub- 
ject to un annual charge of un annuity of 
$50,000 a year to the widow, and the 
brothers nnd sisters of the deceased all 
cut off, again calls attention 
to 
the 


growing sentiment, that the law should 
interfere to a reasonable extent with the 
disposition of nil moneys and properties 
of decedents. It has b'een suggested, that 
the law make it impossible that any 
child should be disinherited, or that a 
widow in anywise be deprived of her 
proportion of the true assets of an es- 
tate. Where a testator leaving property 
turns it away from his immediate kin, 
leaving no wife or children, again the law 
might justly intervene providing amply 
Jor all auch. Then too use size of any 
estate should be considered for when the 
very moderate average estate is left be- 
hind nnd the multiples of thousands nnd 
even millions begins to be. apparent, tho 
law might very fairly take in considera- 
tion the needy immediate blood relatives 


or those living ou u icale anything but 
luxuriant. 


THE PAPER TRUST. 


If those Milwaukee 
newspaper 
men 


have been, buying print paper cheap as 
they admit they have from the trust, 
there must be then a 
midway 
trust 


about it in which somebody is done up. 
Bnt the methods of the General Paper 
company which have been in question, as 
constituting a trust, from such informn 
tion ns has been made public admits of 
but little doubt as to the existence of 
a rapacious trust making such bargains 
35 will best serve its ends.

on print and other papers best protect 
the trust and they fully realize it. Our 
tariffs were never supposed to have been 
instituted for any such purposes to build 
up colossal trusts; and syndicates or to 
liave inserted as extra touches the jokers 
known as drawbacks or provisions for 
levying high duties on certain articles in 
ease any foreign country levied duties 
on our such certain articles. In this lat- 
ter provision lies the great protection 
one of our greatest of trusts enjoys. 


A NEW ni'-SSIAX NAVY.

task of recreating her navy lost in her 
battles with the new power of tiie orient, 
Japan.

IX THE SUNKEN SUBMARINE. 


Chicago Tribune: 
It is distressing to think of the dread- 


ful suffering which must have been ex- 
perienced by the poor fellows who lived 
almost a week in the sunken French sub- 
marine boat Farfadet. Their supply of 
air held out, but it must have become 
vitiated and they probably endured some 
of the terrible pangs 
of 
smothering. 


Added to their physical distress was a 
torture of mind infinitely more horrible. 
The}' were constantly in a state of the 
most harrowing suspense. Several times 
the boat wag raised some distance, and 
then 
their hopes of rescue 
doubtless 


mounted high. But each time it went 
down again, and they were again plung- 
ed into an agony of despair made deep- 
er and more terrible by the high antici- 
pations of the moment before. The hu- 
man 
soul is not adapted to sustain 


such alterations of frenzied hope nnd 
frenzied despair. It is remarkable the 
men survived so long. Living, it is a 
wonder they did not go stark mad. Hav- 
ing suffered so much, they at last were 
put out of their misery by being drown- 
ed by the water which found its way 
into their boat. 


The fate of the crew of the Vnrfadet 


is not calculated to increase the popu- 
larity 
of submarines among seamen. 


When. a. British submarine was sunk a 
few months ago those aboard died al- 
most immediately. That was not 
so 


bad. Death at sea, when it conies quick- 
ly, has no more terrors for seamen than 
sudden death on land has for landsmen. 
Seamen on warships, especially, are in- 
ured to the thought of it. But to be 
caught like a rat in a trap—to be car- 
ried to the bottom nnd entombed there 
alive 
day after day, and 
night 
after 


night—that is a different matter. There 
are many men who can face the certain- 
ty of inrtant death without a tremor, 
but thovi; is none who does not shrink 
at the bnre possibility of a weary, tor- 
menting end such us that of the crew of 
the Furfudct. 


This experience, with the French boat 


indicates that considerable improvements 
must yet be made in the construction of 


submarines before they will become safe. 
It will be easy to find crews for them in 
war, when men are ready to run any 
risk. It will be difficult to find them in 
peace times unices there is greater sc 
curity for lite than at present.

FUSION INJPOBLIC SCHOOLS 


Kom<irk»Mo State of AOalrtBroasrht Abon 


In Canadian Province. 


PORTLAND, 
Maine, July 13.—The 


thousand or more members began today 
the closing sessions of the seventy-fifth 
annual convention of the American In- 
stitute of Instruction, which opened Mon- 
day evening. The formal program will be 
completed this evening with a genera! 
session at which addresses will be made 
by President Carroll D. Wright, of CJark 
college nnd Prof. Herbert E. Mills of Vas- 
sar college. 


There wore three substitute commit- 


tees in session today in addition to the 
general convention. The concluding busi- 
ness of the convention Including the elec- 
tion of officers was transacted at the 
session. There were also several ad- 
dresses. Dr. J. R. Inch, chief superin 
tcndent of instruction in New Brunswick, 
delivered an address on the electional 
problems in his province. 


Educational conditions in the province 


of Quebec were described by Superintcn 
dent of Schools E. W. Arthy of Montreal. 


He spoke of the remarkable fusion of 


tho British and the French, the protes- 
tant and the Roman Catholic population, 
two races with different languages, creeds 
and ideals, and described it as the par 
ticular result of judicious school legisla- 
tion. Tha school system of the province 
is a dual one. The council of public in- 
struction, composed of twenty-seven Ro- 
man Catholics and thirteen protestants, 
seldom meets as a whole, but sits sepa- 
rately in two committees, one protestant, 
the other Roman Catholic. This duality 
in the central administration is extended 
locally in the election of separate school 
boards. 
The protestants form only one- 


seventh of the entire population and yet 
all the school privileges of the vast ma- 
jority are secured to the dissentient few. 


In the larger. local centers the protes- 


tants are numerous enough and wealthy 
enough to support good schools, but in 
many of the rural districts there arc a 
few that must cither tax themselves ex- 
travagantly to 
educate their children 


or be satisfied with educational provision 
of the poorest and cheapest kind.

DIE ON GALLOWS 


Forty-one of Those Impli- 


cated in Odessa R-tots 


Have Been Executed. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—One man was 


probably fatally injured, more than a 
score were slightly hurt and hundreds 
were involved in a riot of striking tailors 
and their sympathizers today in Walla- 
bout street, Williamsburg section of 
Brooklyn. It was not until the crowd 
had wrecked the clothing factory of Isaac 
Newman that the- police dispersed the 
crowd. Two arrests were made. 


Newman, the owner of the factory, was 


the man who will probably die. He was 
struck on the head by an iron bar in the 
hands of n striker, receiving a fracture 
of the skull. One hundred and twenty- 
five men employed in Newman's factory 
went out on strike two days ago and 
disturbances around the 
factory have 


been frequent since that time. Today 
a large number of strikers called at the 
factory and attempted to induce a score 
or more employes who had continued at 
work, to leave. 
Newman protested 


against their action and a pitched battle 
with the strikers on one side and New- 
man and his employes on the other fol- 
lowed. 


POISON IN THE BULLETS 


Important Political Suspect, who 


Killed Shuvaloft, Made 


Sure oi Victim. 


ODESSA, July 13—Twenty-four lead- 


ers of the recent disturbances hero were 
hanged today in various prisons. 
An- 


other batch of seventeen will be public- 
ly executed xtpon the arrival here of 
General Ignatieff, president of the spec- 
ial conference for tlie revision of the ex- 
ceptional laws designed for safeguard- 
ing public order. 


The battleship Georgi Pobedonozeth 


nrrived here with a fresh crew for the 
purpose of taking sixty-seven mutineers 
to Sevastopol for trial by court martial. 


CAPTURE OF KARSAKORSK. 


TOKIO, July 13, fi:30 p. m.—An eye- 


witness of tho Japanese bombardment 
of Karsakorsk wires that tho Russian 
iorts were silenced on July 7 after ex- 
changing a few shots. The piers, ware- 
houses and buildings were set on fire 
and the conflagration was reflected by 
the foggy atmosphere, 
converting the 


skv into one mass of blood-red color. 
The Japanese army landed amidst the 
fires which were fast spreading to the 
forts. 
The infantry quickly captured 


the forts from the tops of which the in- 
habitants were seen fleeing in every di- 
rection carrying what property they 
could remove. The fires were not sub- 
dued for over 48 hours. 


Tho sunken Russian cruiser Novak, 


which was destroyed by the Japanese at 
Karsakorak last August, and the ruined 
town and forts are sad witnesses of the 
rapidity 
with 
which 
destruction is 


wrought in modern warfare. 


Of 202 persons arrested and charged 


n-ith robbery or incendiarism in connec- 
tion with the recent riots 74 were acquit- 
ted today, owing to lack of evidence and 
twenty-eight were sentenced to six weeks 
imprisonment, the time to include the 
two weeks which they have already pass- 
ed in prison. 
The extraordinary out- 


come of these trials has aroused much 
comment here. It is openly asserted thaf 
it is a political demonstration against 
the military government and furnishes 
evidence of the conflict going 
on 
be- 


tween the municipality and the govern- 
ment, as the judges stood by thu people. 


MOSCOW, July 13—The 
authorities 


here decline to disclose the identity of 
the assassin of Prefect of Police Shuva- 
loff last Tuesday, but it is known that a 
very prominent and important political 
capture has been made. After the pris- 
oner's escape from the 
police 
station 


where he had been confined as a politi 
cal suspect some days previous to the 
assassination of the prefect, Shuvaloff 
set all the police of Moscow at work to 
effect his recapture. The prisoner in 
tlie meantime shaved off his beard and 
while the police were searching for him 
everywhere, the -man went to the pre 
feet office and committed the crime for 
which he will now be tried. The bullets 
of the revolver used by the prisonei 
were filled with poison. The crowd ii 
the ante-room of the prefecture set up 
on the assassin, who was dragged into 
the street, and tetrribly beaten. 


ASSASSIN A SCHOOL TEACHER. 
ST. PETERSBURG July 13.—Officia 


advices received by tho minister of th< 
interior this afternoon say that the as 
sassin of Prefect of Police Shuvaloff o 
Moscow has been identified as a forme: 
school teacher of St. Petersburg namec 
Kulikovsky who was|jvctively conneete< 
with the political agitation and is believ 
ed to have belonged to the terrorist or- 
ganization. He was first arrested under 
the administration of the late Interior 
Minister 
Sipiguine in 1001 and 
three 


years later was exiled to Siberia for six 
years by the late Interior Minister Von 
Plehve, but escaped in 1904 and was sup- 
posed to have gone abroad. Kulikovsky 
was next discovered at Moscow in June 
last prowling around the government 
buildings, presumably intent on commit- 
ting a political crime. He was arrested 
and taken to a police station from which 
ho escaped. Upon his escape Shuvaloff 
offered a reward for Kulikovsky's cap- 
ture.

noon and placed the can containing tlie 
fiery fluid behind her, never for a •mo- 
ment thinking that her baby daughter 
who was gleefully playing about

room would get the receptacle, much less 
drink its deadly contents. 
Softly the 


child crep up behind her mother, grasp 
ed the can in her chubby little hands 
raised it to her lips and drank a decj: 
draught of the poisonous fluid. 


FAST TRIP UNAVAILING. 


Almost immediately the little girl wa 


taken with terrible spasms and the hor 
rifled mother quickly realized what lint' 
happened. She did what little she couli" 
to temporarily relievo the baby's suffer 
ing and sent to this city for Dr. Garlock 
Knowing that this was an emergency 
case and that n few minutes' time- mean 
life or death to the child he lost not i 
moment in getting to 
his automobili 


and crowding the machine to its top 
most speed he reached the stricken lionx 
in less than twenty minutes.

numerous and include some of the most 
powerful men in Russia. A man of 
large stature, brg limbed and muscular, 
standing over six feet high, Witte has 
the reputation of being harsh to his sub- 
ordinates, but Ins honesty and ability 
have never been doubted even by his 
worst enemies. He was created a count 
in 1001. 


M. Witte is thoroughly familiar with 


the far eastern question in all its bear- 
ings. He understands the Japanese pos- 
ition and fully realized before the war 
that the aggressive policy being pursued 
•under the lead of Viceroy Alexieff and 
M. Bczobrnzoff, president of the Yalu 
Timber company and the coterie of ad- 
•enturcrs connected with them would 
drive Japan to take up the sword. At 
ne time Witte talked over the situa- 
ion with the Marquis Ito, president of 
the Japanese privy council and one of 
he leading statesmen of Japan.

Racine street property owners held an- 


other meeting last night at the polling 
booth of the ward to further consider 
their figlit against the changing of the 
line incident to the grading of the thor- 
oughfare. There was not much discus- 
sion over the matter, but a committee 
was named composed of John Liegler, N. 
Anderson and Herman Reinsfeldt, to 
wait upon Mayor Nelson and City Attor- 
ney Walker, requesting that all work on 
the street cease until a. petition can be 
circulated and signed, and presented to 
the council Monday night, asking that 
the width of the street be left 57 feet, 
for the reason that it will not injure 
anyone and at the same time save shade 
trees, sidewalks, lawns and other prop: 
erty. 


Tb> committee was to have called 


upon the mayor and attorney today and 
there is no doubt but that the request 
will be granted. An impression appears 
to prevail in city official circles that the 
prayer of the petitioners should be 
granted. If they want the street to re- 
main at its present width it is certain 
that other property owners of the city 
will not object and people on the east 
side of the street in question do not 
care and will not protest so long as 
they are not molested. 


Herbert S. Blake and William T. Baker, 


two former Racine business men, are 
among the stockholders of the defunct 
Pan-American bank of Chicago, and who 
have been sued by the creditors of the in- 
stitution. Each is credited with having 
stock in the sum of $5,000. 


It appears that the suits have been 


commenced by the creditors of the bank, 
in the superior court, demanding that the 
said stockholders pay their stock sub- 
scriptions to the concern. Six depositors 
are plaintiffs and they assert that the 
prominence of the names of the stock- 
holders influenced them to give their 
money into the keeping of the bank. 


The litigation is in file nature of a 


bill of discovery and 
accounting and 


many wealthy men, besides the Racine 
gentlemen, are named as respondents to 
the bill. 


The Pan American was organized un- 


der the laws of West Virginia with $300,- 
000 capital nearly two years ago. 
It 


ceased business January 25, last, when a 
receiver was appointed. Depositors in 
the institution lost $80,000. 


All of the defendants to the suit are 


said to have been represented 
at 
a 


stockholders meeting April 12 last year. 


The suit against the stockholders is 


based on allegations that they have con- 
sented to the use of their names in ex- 
ploiting the bank and that the public was 
led to believe their stock subscriptions 
were paid. Such, it is alleged, was not 
the case, with the result that the faith 
of depositors was misplaced. 


Under the law of West Virginia, it is 


urged, the stockholders of any bank may 
be personally held liable to the creditors 
thereof to the limit of their stock sub- 
scriptions. Complainants make clear to 
the court, however, that they are not 
seeking to establish the statutory liabil- 
ity of the defendants under West Vir- 
ginia IRW. They want to 
enforce, as 


creditors of the corporation, the alleged 
contractual obligations created by the al- 
leged contract of subscription and the 
conduct of the defendants thereunder. 


Six physicians, all of them good, one

WASHINGTON", July 11.—The weath- 


er bureau's weekly bulletin summarizes 
crop conditions as follows: 


In the districts east of the Rocky 


Mountains temperature conditions were 
generally favorable, though rather cool 
in the Missouri valley. 
Over much the 


greater part of the country from the 
south Atla,ntif and gulf coasts north- 
ward to the lake region, Minnesota and 
the Dakotas, excessive rain fall greatly 
hindered the cultivation of crops, caused 
rapid growth of weeds and in places in- 
jured hay and harvested grain. There 
was practically no rain in Now Knglnncl, 
only light showers on the immediate 
middle Atlantic coast, and none in the 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific coast re- 
gions. In the central and northern Cal- 
ifornia 
and portions of 
Oregon 
and 


Washington intense heat prevailed dur- 
ing the latter part of the week. 


The corn crop has experienced a week 


of very favorable conditions for growth, 
except in the upper Missouri valley, 
where its progress has been rather slow 
on account of insufficient heat and lack 
of sunshine. While rains have interfer- 
ed with cultivation to some extent, the 
crop as a whole is in a fairly good state 
of cultivation and is largely laid by ex- 
cept in the more northerly districts. 


Winter wheat harvest continues in the 


northerly districts and U largely finish- 
ed elsewhere. 
Rainy weather has ex- 


tensively interfered with threshing and 
lias caused damage to grain in shook in 
portions of the middle Atlantic states 
and central valleys. 


In'portions of South Dakota and Min-

among people, not because they want the 
saloons open Stindny, as in fact they do 
not, but because the use of military pow- 
er with decisions against his course in 
lower courts, with an appeal to the su- 
preme court in one cnse, awakens appre- 
hensions of what might follow in other 
things. 


The Democratic machine is thus domi-

In this wny the shipper secured 
what amounted in effect to a rebate from 
the tariff rates, the broker made a good 
thing out of it, and the railroad secured 
traffic wh'ich it might not otherwise have 
secured. 


"The possibilities in the freight brok- 


erage 'business developed so rapidly that 
brokers began to spring- up on ' every 
hand. The shippers soon realized they 
could do better with the brokers than 
'with tho railroad officials, and the result 
was that the brokerage business flourish- 
ed amazingly. It is said the conditions 
now are such that there is no longer sta- 
bility of rates, for many of the biggest 
shippers in the east are routing all ol 
their shipments through the agencies.

Yet it has been 
proved that the white metal in all its 
forms is not one of amount but of de- 
nomination. By reason of the multiplic- 
ity of sellers, small bills are required in 
payment.

Seattle, June 29, 1905. 


Racine Daily Journal: When I start- 


ed on my overland drive from Racine to 
Seattle June 1st, 1902, I promised that 
I would write and let you know what 
I thought of Seattle and the state of 
Washington. 
Feeling, however, that I 


wished to know before I spoke I have 
delayed from time to time in writing. 


'We had a somewhat eventful overland 


drive, over mountain and plain, through 
cities and native wilds, interspersed with 
hunting trips and

runaways and breakdowns and arrived 
in Seattle on a bright day in November. 


Sty' first impression of Seattle as I 


looked down from tho southern heights 
on which we pitched our tents was one 
of wonder and amazement. I saw tlie 
placid waters of Puget 'Sound to tha 
west with a background of snow clad 
mountains, range towering over range, 
piercing a sky as blue as the eyes of a 
Racine county girl. 


To the north .1 saw a city built on 


several 
hills, gracefully 
sloping back 


from the sound, a city unfinished, un- 
grown, with myriads of buildings and 
churches, hovels and homes, hundreds 
under construction, rearing 
their 
un- 


painted, 
unfinished 
skeleton 
frames 


against a background of green forest 
trees. Ungraded, grass covered streets, 
wound in and out among the structures; 
the sound of the hammer, the rasp of 
the saw resounded everywhere. 


Thousands of men toiling behind hun- 


dreds of teams were grading and tilling, 
hauling and dumping the black earth, 
filling a valley here, cutting 
away 
a 


mountain tliore, cheerfully and persist- 
ently building a city. 


To the east Lake Washington spark- 


led in the sunlight ami off in the dis- 
tance the Cascades reared their barrier, 
grimly separating the east 
from 
the 


west! 


To the south an unbroken line of for- 


est trees aud looming up alone far away 
from family or kin, shone up Mt. Rain- 
ier. 


All seemed now and primitive, unpol- 


ished and crude but grand and imposing. 
It was Seattle in the building, Seattle 
the 
promised laud, Seattle the much 


talked of city of the, future!! 


Since then, but three short years ago, 


such 
great changes have taken 
place 


that an eastern1 city-would pride itself 
on accomplishing

handwriting is vertical. 


It has been repeatedly observed that 


the progressive races tend to make mo- 
tions away from themselves, as in the 
case of their handwriting. 
So do men

nd have really turned the best writers 
n civilization into almost the worst. 


Now, after some years of experimen- 


ation, these blind leaders have "chang- 
d their minds." It is to be hoped they 
ave learned enough, at least, to let 
heir left-handed pupils write vertically 
f they prefer. In another generation 
r two they may learn that different 
orts of childen require different styles 
f penmanship for their best expression.

IN THE SUNKEN SUBMARINE. 


Chicago Tribune: 
It is distressing to think of the dread- 


ful suffering which must have been ex- 
perienced by the poor fellows who lived 
almost a week in the sunken French sub- 
marine boat Farfadet. Their supply of 
air held out, but it must have become 
vitiated and they probably endured some 
of the terrible pangs of 
smothering. 


Added to their physical distress was a 
torture of mind infinitely more horrible. 
They were constantly in a state of tho 
most harrowing suspense. Several times 
the boat was raised some distance, and 
then their hopes of rescue 
doubtless 


mounted high. But each time it went 
down again, and they were again plung- 
ed into an agony of despair made deep- 
er and more terrible by the high antici- 
pations of the moment before. The hu- 
man soul is not adapted to 
sustain 


frenzied hope and 


frenzied despair. It is remarkable the 
men survived so long. Living, it is a 
wonder they did not go stark mad. Hav- 
ing suffered so mueb, they at last were 
put out of their misery by being drown- 
ed by the water which found its way 
into their boat. 


The fate of the crew of the Farfadet 


is not calculated to increase the popu- 
larity 
of submarines among seamen. 


When, a British submarine was sunk a 
few months ago those aboard died al- 
most immediately. That was 
not 
so 


bad. .Death at sea, when it comes quick- 
ly, has no more terrors for seamen than 
sudden death on land has for landsmen. 
Seamen on warships, especially, are in- 
ured to the thought of it. But to be 
caught like a rat in a trap—to be car- 
ried to the bottom and entombed there 
alive day after day, and night 
after 


night—that is a different matter. There 
are many men who can face the certain- 
ty of iiietant death without a tremor, 
but tlii've is none.who does not shrink 
at the- bare possibility of a weary, tor- 
menting end such as that of tho crew of 
the Farfndet.

Educational conditions in the province 


of Quebeo were described by Superinten- 
dent of Schools E. W. Arthy of Montreal. 


He spoke of the remarkable fusion of 


the British and the French, the protes- 
tant and the Roman Catholic population, 
two races with different languages, creeds 
and ideals, and described it as the par- 
ticular result of judicious school legisla- 
tion. The school system of the province 
Is a dual one. The council of public in- 
struction, composed of twenty-seven Ro- 
man Catholics and thirteen protestants, 
seldom meets as a whole, but sits sepa- 
rately in two committees, one protestant, 
the other Roman Catholic. This duality 
in the central administration is extended 
locally in the election cf separate school 
boards. The protestantij form only one- 
seventh of the entire population and yet 
all the school privileges of the vast ma- 
jority are secured to tbe dissentient few. 


In the larger, local centers the protes- 


tants are numerous enough and wealthy 
enough to support good schools, but in 
many of the rural 'districts there are a 
few that must either tax themselves ex- 
travagantly to 
educate their children

of the poorest and cheapest kind.
